rhe Lord-God'by thy abominations ! Try Ruters have'been op- 
preffors , thy Teachers deceivers of- Sonls, and-chy ya -w 
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froward and perverſe againſt theLord,inthee is foftnd the men: 
that judge for rewards, and che Prieſts that preach for hire, aud 
the Prophets that divine for money , thy fins are like Tſraels of 
old for number and greatneſs, and thou haft loſt Gods favour 
and gained -his fury by chy own doings, and thou art the very 
cauſe of this miſery,and haſt broughc it upon thy ſelf,and becauſe 
thou art departed from the living God by thy tranſgreſſions, — 
therdfore bath he confounded theegand turned thy wiſdom into. 
follyFand he's departed from thee,and ont of thy connſels, and 
menare left to the counſels-of their own hearts, and as it were 
ready todeſtcoy one another, Ruler againſt Ruler,. and Neigh»- 
bour 2nd Friend full of ſtrife one againſt another , and this is 
hapned unto theeas a judgement for thy iniquities, who haſtalſo 
neglefted a glorious day of viſitation , thy Rulers and inhabi-

are all corupted-m their wayes.,:and that curled ſpiritof ſelb- 
ſeeking ſeems to be the rule of: andtoleaven their-pringpal a> 
.&ions,. and we rather yet chuſe to-ſutter jby all ,; as foralong 
time we have done already; then tolol#out integrity. and in- 
nocency by joyning to any intheir unjuit wayes., for we reje& 
all places of corrupted honour,and we are yetkept free.It is true, 
weare a people gathered of the Lord into one Spirit, and though 
a people little in account, and very low in reputation , and 
reatly reproached , and even a ſuffering people by all ſorts of 
men , yet we are a Rcople loved of the Lord., aud his preſence 
3s among us, and his dread filleth our hearts, and though we 
are accounted as a caſt-out people , yetare we dreadful-unto 
the wicked, and muſt be their fear , for we:have choſen 
the Son of God to. be, our King:, end he hath choſen us to be 
his people; and he might command thouſands , and ten-thou- 
fandsof his Saints at this day to fight in his cauſe, he might lead
